only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 47-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Eggers et al. (US 6514248). Eggers et al. disclose a method for creating a tissue 
section within surrounding tissue comprising positioning a distal end of a catheter 
assembly at a target location within a patient, moving an elongate tissue separator 
element wherein the separator element cuts tissue as it is extended outwardly and 
rotating the separator element about an axis to separate a tissue section from 
surrounding tissue.
